At yesterday's meeting ROK 
Minister Yiu Tai Ha and Osamu 
ltagaki, director of the Japanese 
Foreign Ministry's Asian Affairs 
Bureau, exchanged lists naming 

22. Japanese fishermen who 
have completed their prison 
terms and 3,298 Koreans detain- 
ed on charges of illegal entry. 


The ROK delegation was 
quoted as saying that a first 
group of 300 Japanese fisher- 
men would be returned to 
Japan “by the end of the month, 
if possible on Thursday,” (Jan. 
30). Another 29 Japanese 
fishermen will remain in the 
Pusan detention camp until 
they have served their sen- 
tences. Japan yesterday press- 
ed for a list naming the mem- 
bers of this group. 


Japanese Foreign Office 
sources said the ROK Govern-' 
ment was planning to repatriate 
the Japanese fishermen—jailed 
on poaching charges—in three 
groups and turn them over to 
the Japanese side at Shimono- 
seki, Yamaguchi Prefecture, 

The ROK list named 951 
Japanese fishermen detainees | 
while Tokyo records show a 
total of 952 seized fishermen. 
Further investigations and con- 
ferences will be held to decide 
the correct number.

Four U.S. Pacifists Prepare 


To Sail Ketch 


NEW. YORK (Kyodo-UP)—a 
Harvard-educated architect who 
plans to sail a 30-foot ketch into 


the Pacific proving ground: said 
Sunday the voyage was d@sign- 


ed to stop the “unspeakabiect” 
of nuclear tests. 

Albert Bigelow, 51, who com- 
manded a U.S. Navy destrover 
escort in World War II, said the 
continued nuclear testing has 
Made the United States appear 
“monstrous” in the eyes of the 
world, 

He told newsmen at a press 
conference that he and three 
other American pacifists plan to 
arrive in the vicinity of Eniwe- 
tok Island, site of the Atomic 
Energy Commission’s announe- 
ea April series of tests, about 
April 1. 


Bigelow, of Cos Cob, Conn. 
planned to leave here by plane 
Monday for Los Angeles. The 
ketch Golden Rule is berthed at 
San Pedro, California. The group 
plans to leave from San Pedro 
about Feb. 9. 


Bigelow said he believed the 
area of radioactive contamina- 
tion from a nuclear test would 
approximate the size of the 
state of New York. He said he 


had not decided how close he 


to Test Area 
og sail the ketch to the biast 
site. 

He said international law 
would prohibit the navy from 
any interference withthe ketch. 

He said he hoped the trip 
would result in this country 
substituting constructive com- 
petition for the “competition of 
horror” with Russia.

Debris and heavy oil presum- 
ably from the ferryboat were 
discovered yesterday on the sea 
off Nushima Island to the south 
of Awajishima Island. But there 
was no sign of any of the pas- 
sengers aboard the boat. 

Twenty vessels and three air- 
craft of the Maritime Safety 
Agency and the Mar:time Self- 
Defense Force scoured tne seas 
Southeast of Awali Island, 
where the 498-ton Nankai Maru 
was last heard from Sunday 
night. 


According to reports reaching 
the Maritime Safety Agency, six 
ships sank, three capsized, five 
were missing and six others 
were disabled.

~The Nankal Maru disaster 
was the ninth of its kind re- 


ported in the Seto Inland Sea 
and its vicinity since the begin- 
ning of the Showa Era (1926). 


The last disester was report- 
ed April 12, 1957, when the No. 
5 Kitagawa Maru, 38 tons, hit 
a rock and sank off Hiroshima 
Prefecture, and 113. persons 
drowned. 


The biggest tragedy involved 
the National Railway ferry 
Shiun Maru which sank off 
Okayama Prefecture May 11, 
1955. A total of 168 primary 
and junior high school students 
drowned. The disaster occur- 
red when the ship rammed 
against another National Rail- 
way ferry Utaka Maru in foggy 
weather.

The New York City Ballet is 
one of the world’s leading bai- 
let companies end enjoys re 
nown like London’s Reyal Bal- 
let (Sadlers Wells) and Mos- 
cow's Bolshoi Ballet which 
visited Japan a short time ago. 

Its present artiatic director 
Lincoln Kirstein, set out on 
his ideal of creating an entire- 
ly new style ballet in the 
United States in cooperation 
with his partner George Balan- 
chine who was then ballet-mas- 
ter in charge of omgyeig very d 
in a Russian troupe of Diaghi- 
lev.

After achieving 
an unexpected success from 
this tour, the company con- 
cluded a long-term contract 
with the New York Metropoii- 
tan Opera for three seasons. 
Kirstein left the company for 
some time to organize his Bal- 
let Caravan. Balanchine, on 
the other hand, remained with 
the company and was engaged 
in the production of a glamor- 
ous pallet movie, “Goldwyn 
Follies,” in Hollywood. 

In 1941: the two ballet com- 
panies merged to organize the 
American Ballet Caravan, 
which, under the sponsorsh'p 
of the United States Depart- 
ment of State, made a goodwill 
tour throughout South Amer- 
ica. Kirstein was drafted, and 
the troupe was hard pressed 
financially, almost to the brink 
of dissolution. 

Since 1948 when the company 
was reorganized into the New 
York City Ballet under the as- 
sistance of Mr. Baum, chairman 
of the executive committee of 
the New York City Center of 
Music and Drama, a rapid de- 
velopment has been made. In 
1950 the company was invited to 
London for a peric-i of six 
weeks, and gave performances 
at the Royal Opera House. Since 


then, it has made annual visits 
to various countries in Europe, 
registering unprecedented suc. 
cess every year. 

A leading American ballet 
critic, John Martin, has praised 
this company as the “highest in 
the modern bailet world.”

Eisenhower recently sent to 
Congress for the new fiscal year 
beginning next July 1. 

He said he was “a little af- 
raid” that defense-minded Con- 
gresamen might seek to increase 
the budget for specific purposes. 
Some Senate Democrats aready 
have said they might try to 


add $2,000 million to the de 
fense department outlay for 
missiles. 

Brundage indicated he did 


not believe the boost would be 
necessary, He said the Presi- 
dent submitted “a carefully 
thought out” budget which 
would give this country “réa- 
sonable protection” against the 
danger of aggression, 

He discounted complaints by 
some scientists that the budget 
did not provide enough money 
for their defense projects.

When Prime Minister Nobu- 
suke Kishi’s Cabinet boasts that 
it has earmarked ¥100,000 mi)l- 
lion for improvement and con- 
struction of roads in Japan, 
we must not forget that the 
Japanese plan is still a far cry

jects of empire builders,

Some time in the future, the 
Government is expected to 
transfer about, ¥10,000 million 
from a temporarily frozen fund 
for “strengthening of the eco- 
nomic foundation.” If the funds 
to be spent by the local govern- 
ments and the Japan Road Pup- 
lic Carporation are reckoned, 
the total comes to more than 
¥10,000 million, 


The phrase “¥100,000 million 
for roads” is desimed to pub- 
licize the road project of the 
Kishi Cabinet. But whatever fs 
sald this road program is the 
most ambitious ever undertaken. 

If the budget is appréved by 
the Diet, unpaved stretches in 
the Tokyo-Kobe Tokaiio high- 
way will be wiped out. Roads in 
the vicinity of large cities will 
be immediately improved. 

Improvement Plans 

Upon the completion of the 
10-year plan, about 60 per cent 
of all national roads will be 
paved, though the percentage 
for prefectural roads will still 
remain somewhere around 8 
per cent. At the same time, 
roads will be widened and the 
angie of curves will be reduced. 

Road experts anticipate, how- 
ever, a threefold increase in the 
number of trucks, The multipli- 
cation ratios for buses and auto- 
mobiles are expected to be two 
and 3.5 respectively, 

Some of the roads to be new- 
ly constructed under the 10-year 
plan will be toll roads, to be 
built and operated by the Japan 
Road Public Corporation. Part 
of the funds for toll read con- 
struction is an investment from 
the national treasury or loans 


from the Deposit Bureau fund. 
The corporation also floats 
bonds to meet its financial need, 

The corporation is expected 
to start the construction of the 
Nagoya-Kobe super-speed high- 
way in the new fiscal year. The 
toll for the 120 mile stretch be- 
tween Nagoya and Kobe is ex: 
pected to be about ¥1,500 or 
about $4 for a sedan, roughly 
equal to the express train sur- 
charge for three persons, The 
toll road will eventually be ex- 
tended to enable Tokyoltes to 
undertake a whirlwind tour to 
Osaka or Kobe, 

Maintenance Vitai 

The Nagoya-Kobe toll road 
will become a paying concern 
when the number of vehicles on 
the road reaches 9,000 per day. 
This will probably materialize 
five or six years after the com- 
pletion of the road. A road can 
be completed usually within 
two years, once the construction 
is. started, But the knottiest 
problem is the purchase of pri- 
vate land over which the road 
will run. 

Another important aspect of 
the 10-vear plan is the improve- 
ment of maintenance work on 
roads. Roughly speaking, the 
maintenance budget must be in- 
creased at least threefold to cope 
with the ever-growing volume 
of traffic. 

In the execution of a road 
building program of an unpre- 
cedented scale, it is hoped the 
Government will carry it out in 
a most efficient manner, Need- 
less to say the work must be 
technically efficient. But at the 
same time the Government must 
be on guard against dishonest 
and corrupt contractors and 
also against pork-barreling 


pressure from local politicians.

That was an observation of 
Macmillan at a banquet given 
in his honor by Nehru in New 
Detni. Macmillan remarked 
that out of every nine peopte 


im the world today, who live 
under democratic conditions, 
four are indians. A generai 


election in India is a most com- 
prehensive and, indeed, stagger- 
img example of democratic pro- 
cesses, 


The Commonwealth is in 
essence an association of cot 
tries which is the greatest 
practical example of inter- 
racial relationships which the 
world knows. Sometimes there 
is a temdency for this to be 
overlooked. Macmilian took 
every opportunity to remind us 
of it. 

His visit to India had, of 
courve, other purposes besides 
the eommemoration of this 
simple fact. He wanted to 
sound Nehru upon high ques- 
tions of foreign policy; and he 
wanted to see India’s recon- 
atruction for himeaedlf. But 
primarily, the visit was a cotm- 
munion between sts ‘eamen who 
were glad of their common 
devotion to parliamentary and 
democratic principles. 

As “befitted such an occasion, 
the celebrations were not so 
muich spectacular, as cordial— 
even sentimental. A great deal 
could be taken for granted; 
everyone knew everyone else‘s 
background, This saved time 
for businessiike discussions be- 
hind the scenes. 


Was it necessary to make the 
journey at all if relations are 
in such good order? Macmil- 
lan commented on how hard it 


is for prime minister to leave | 


their capital cities, But tours 
of this sort have unique value. 
They are the flesh and blood of 
politics. “Informal talks,” said 
Macmillan, “do far more good 
than thousands of telegrams, 
messages and letters.” They 
are the real “silken links of the 
Cormmon wealth.” 

Sign of the true functioning 
of democracy was that during 
the vialt the glow of sentiment 
between Britain and India went 
side by side with brisk contro. 
versy, There was time for 
good fellowship and there was 
also time for argument. its 
sincerity did mot “prevent i+ 
from being courteous, and its 
courtesy did not prevent it from 
being outspoken, 

At press conferences, Indian 
journalists showed great inter- 
est in. Bulganin’s proposals for 
a summit conference. Macmil- 
latt explained “that he wae not 


< 


against it. On the contrary. 
But a summit conference must 
be carefully prepared. “If you 
want a conference of 40 peopic,” 
he sakl, “it is a debate. If you 
have a conference of four or 
five, You may be able to do 
business.” 

A foreign observer in Delhi 
might have drawn interesting 
conclusions from: these press 
conferences. Here was the spec- 
tacle of democracy in action— 
the British Prime Minister jus- 
tifying himself before the demo- 
cratic press of India. Here was 
conduct of public affairs by dis- 
cussion. 


What was the upshot of the 
visit? Will it have permanent 
results? Personal impact, how- 
ever yivid, is of its nature 
evanescent, but the tour will 
have had lasting consequences 
if it had disclosed the value of 
goodwill within the Common- 
wealth as part of the Commorn- 
wealth routine. 


“Keep your friendships in re- 
pair,” said Charles Lamb. Since 
India became inuependent, Brit- 
ain has been perhaps inclined to 
take its friendships as so per- 
manent that they do not need 
careful cuitivation. Macmillan 
may have put an end to that.

“Yesterday, Dec. 7, 1941, & 
date which will live in infamy, 
the United States of America 
was suddenly and deliberately 
attacked...” With these open- 


ing words of his speech before. 


the Congress, President Roose- 
velt told about the Japanese 
attack on Pearl Harbor. A 
short while later the U.S. de- 
clared war on Japan, a war that 
was not to end until four years 
later. 

The “Day of Infamy” by best- 
seller author Walter Lord is 
the story of the attack. This 
story of the Japanese air blitz 
is narrated in the every-day jar- 
gon of the layman, just as if 
Lord were describing it to a 
coterie of his friends, 

With meticulous care, in 
much the same preeise-to-the- 
second touch of the Japanese 
attackers, Walter Lord takes 
you back to that December 
morning (Dec. 8 Japan time), 
and further back to the paper 
work, the rigid secret training 
and the final execution of the 
plans for the assault by the 
Japanese, 

The massive plane attack, au- 
thor Lord would have you con- 
clude, could have been prevent- 
ed, or even until the very few 
minutes before it, minimized, 
Hour by hour, minute by 
minute, Lord gives a verbal pic- 
ture of the attack unfolding, giv- 
ing the military stations of both 
the Japanese attackers and the 
unwary Americans, 

It was a Sunday morning in 
Hawaii, when all was serene, 
—a serenity that only Hawal- 
ians and travelers to the islands 
know. Im that Sabbath atmos- 

here the Japanese striking 
orce, under Vice Adm. Nagumo, 
was slowly but surely inching 
its way toward its objective 
for the knockout blow like the 
rattlesnake crawling to its prey 
and then suddenly pouncing 
upon it. 

The accounts of the various 
incidents showing that, with 
proper precaution and initiative, 
the attack could have been nip- 
ped or partially countered are 
too well-known by now to be 
retold in detail here. The Japa- 
nese planes with their parti- 
cular markings were sighted 
before they let loose their 
bombs and torpedoes, by radar 
and even by the naked eye. 
A few minutes before, moreover, 
the Americans had shelled and 
dropped a depth charge at an 
“enemy” sub. And a telegram 
from Gen. Marshall to Gen, 
Short in Hawaii had warned of 
a possible Japanese attack, now 
that the talks in Washington 
between the Japanese peace én- 
voys and Roosevelt and Secre- 
tary of State Hull had mired 
hopelessly in deep mud. 

The U.S. never believing that 
Japan would attack, not Hawali 
of all places, was caught, as it 
were between the devil and the 
deep blue séa, 


Quite the more interesting is 
Lord's picturization of the Japa- 
nese officers and rank on board 
their carriers. and other wat- 
ships that constituted the big 
task force. They were taut on 
edge, the very few who knew 
the secret and the majority who 
were in the dark. The telegram 
from the war council in Japan 
advising them of the decision 
t> wage war did mot help too 
much, for now knowing the 
truth, they were more fearful 
the fleet would be discovered or 
that they would be unable to 
carry out their assigned roles 
successfully, 


For the Pearl Harbor attack 
story, Lord interviewed over 600 
persons, including both the 
Japanese and the Americans. 
With the painstaking work that 
characterized his writing of the 
sinking of the Titanic, in his 
best-seller “A Night to Remem- 
ber,” Lord has written one of 
the most clear-cut, fascinating 
books about the last war.

Return of Okinawa 
To the Editor: 

I read with great interest the 
article by Mr. Igor Oganesoff on 
the situation of Okinawa ap- 
pearing in the Jan. 20 issue of 
your paper. Here are some of 
my views on the article. 

I believe the success of Mr, 
Saichi Kaneshi in the mayoraity 
election held at Naha on Jan. 
12 should be viewed as a result 
of the vigorous fight of Naha 
citizens for the defense of their 
election and other democratic 
rights. They deeply resented 
the arbitrary action taken by 
the U.S. authorities to oust Mr. 
Kaneshi's predecessor, a mayor 
elected by the people, just be- 
cause he was a member of tne 
People’s Party. 

Mr. Oganesoff talks about “the 
unfortunate condition of (Oki 
nawans) having no national 
flag.” Byt in a special ord? 
nance issued after Japan’s re- 
covery of independence, the 
U.S. Far East Command permit- 
ted the Okinawans to hoist na- 
tional flags other than that of 
the US. 

The citizenship and nationali- 
ty of the Okinawans are also 
Japanese, Japan was not requir- 
ed under the terms of the peace 
treaty to relinguish its terri- 
torial right to sovereignty over 
the Ryukyu Islands. These is- 
lands still remain part of 
Japan's territory, The Ryukyu 
Islands are different from the 
Kuriles in this respect. 

The Japanese Nationality 
Law provides that a child is a 
Japanese national if the father 
of the child was a Japanese at 
the time of conception. Okina- 
wan children who were born 
in the year of Japan’s defeat 
and will be 12 or 13 years old 
this year, are indisputably Japa- 
nese nationals, because their 
fathers were Japanese nationals. 
The children of such children 
are also Japanese. 

Mr. Oganesoff, in discussing 
economic questions in the 
article, says to the effect tnat 
a big economic disiocation wili 
be caused if the U.S. moves out. 
There is no doubt about this, 
He says, “move out the Amer- 
icans and you have removed 
the biggest source of Okinawa’'s 
national income and Japans 
market. U.S. spending actually 
accounts for nearly half of the 
Ryukyuan gross national prou- 
uct.” In other words, with- 
drawal of U.S. forces from Okr- 
nawa would spell ruin to its 
economy based on the existence 
of U.S. military bases and in- 
stallations. 

The same thing happened in 
Japan. Farmers, industrialiats 
and businessmen in or around 
the prefectures where there 
were divisional headquarters oi 
the defunct Japanese army— 
such as Kumamoto, Hiroshima 
and Miyagi Prefectures— had 
earned their living for scores of 
years by selling their products 
to the military. 

However, cities and towns in 
such prefectures are still as 
prosperous as they were before 
the war's end, despite the fact 
that there are no longer such 
divisional headquarters. 

lt will be the same with Oki- 
navwa. Economie dislocation will 
only be temporary. Under Japa- 
nese administration, Okinawa 
will be able to tide over difficul- 
ties in the transitional period 
with the help and adyice from 
the Japanese Agriculture-Fores- 
try Ministry and Ministry of In- 
ternational Trade and Industry. 

A great number of Okinawan 
young men and women are earn- 
ing their living as workers in 
military construction works. 
They are the core of Okinawan 
economy. Without any cultural 
facilities to speak of, they lack 
initiative and enterprise, work- 
ing like beasts of burden. A ten- 
dency similar to the past obscur- 
antist attitude of European colo- 
nialists to Asians is evident in 
Okinawa. 

Military construction work is 
not expected to continue long 
on Okinawa, say for 50 or 100 
years. Okinawans are thinking 
seriously about their future 
plans of making a living. 

We asked the Japanese Gov- 
ernment to include two Okina- 
wan youths in a party of 16 
emigrants to Brazil. They left 
recently to start as farmers in 
the northern part of that coun- 
try. These youths plan to in- 


vite many Okimawans to Brazil 
in two-or three years. 

Many thinking Okinawans be- 
lieve that it is the Japanese 
Government and people that 
will help Okinawa establish its 
economy on a long-term basis. 

In short, the Okinawan peo- 
ple desire to be placed under 
Japanese rule again for the sim- 
ple and natural reason that 
misgovernment by one’s own 
people is preferable to good 
government by foreigners. This 
desire does not issue from anti- 
Americanism. 

If Okinawa is returned to Ja- 
pan, the Japanese Government 
will hel; Okinawa financially 
by footing 60-70 per cent of the 
prefectural public finance, just 
as in the case of other prefec- 
tures. The natural increase in 
the tax revenues of the Japa- 
nese Government totals about 
¥100,000 million a year. With 
this natural incfease in reve- 
nue, it would be an easy job 
for the Japanese Government 
to support a tiny prefecture 
like Okinawa.
